DECLARATION OF GRIEVANCES.

We the people of East Tvnuesce again as-

sembled in a Convention of our Delegates,
make the following declaration in addition to
that heretofore promulgated by us at Knox-

ville, on the 30th and 31st days of May last.
So far as we can learn, the election beld in

this State on the 6th day of the present
month, was free, with but few exceptions, in
no part of the State, other than East Tennes-
see. In the larger parts of Middle and West
Tennessee, no speeches ordiscuisions in favor
of the Union were permitted. Union papers
were not allowed to circulate. Measures were
taken in some parts of West Tennessee, in
defiance of the Constitution and laws, which

Our earnest appeal to our
brethren in tbe other divisions of the State,
was puiilished then only to a email extent,
and the members and names of those who
composed our Convention, as well as tbe
counties they lepresented, wire suppressed
and the effort made to Impress the minds of
the people that East Tennessee was favor-
able to Secession. The Memphis Appeal,
a j rjii.inetit Disunion paper, publish-
ed a l'ale account of our proceedings under

Delta, and it was falsely said that we
had pas Bed a resolution recommending sub-
mission it 70,000 votes were not cart aeaiutt
Secession. The dispatch added that the
Southern rioutt men are uktkumiked to
hold possession er thi State thcloh they
BHOt'LD be in a minority. Volunteers were
allowed to vote in ana out of the State in
flagrant violation of the Constitution. From
the moment tbe election was over, aud before
any detailed statement of the vou in tbe 4jifler.
